Tlie only clew found 
by the detectives, after months of

The' cTddfor was ariW^i'e'd and con fi ned 
]m the prison of St. Peter and St. Paul 
for many months. Htr [jroteated that 
he knew nothiny of the plot to niurder 
Gen. Messeudoff, and that his horses 
and carriage must have been stolen Ijv 
the murderers. 

Whilepljrl VVeyinar was in prison 
wheriitiie-OzSr I'Wasmurdered. When the 
docto^ w'Ss^tried it was shown that he 
had been an intimate friend of Salon 
off, who was SBjiposed to be the actual 
murderer of the Czar, and who was 
hanged for that crime. Dr. Weyinar 
was .promptly convicted, his estate was 
contiscated and he. was exiled to Trans 
buikulia, in Eajtern Siberia. In Octo- 
ber, 1884, a nihilist named Lapatin 
was arrested for the murder of Gener- 
al MessendofF. He was convicted and 
banged and his last words were that Dr. 
Wevmar was innocent.

BHALL THE GRA VI NG DUCK BE 
LENGTHENED 

An article that lately appeared in'' th¥ 
Toronto Mail has given rise to unfa»or- 
':able:bomtneDt on the part o( those who 
are intereBted in the Esquimau griiving 
dock becoming a usuful adjunct to the 
commerce of the Dominion instead of a 
monument to governmoutal incapacity, 
the last of which it will certainly be if 
completed on the linea laid down in the 
plant. The duck as origioaliy planned 
wai to be only 400< fost in length ; but 
when the present contractors, Larkin, 
Connolly & Co , took hold of the work it 
was decided to give the outer or sea end a 
rounded instead of a square form. This 
increased the length uf the dock to 430 
feet, — ample for any naval or merchant 
vessel that has us yet visited Vancouver 
Island; but for the grotfing requirements 
'of the age the dock will be altoi;ether in- 
adequate. There are steamships plying 
between Sun Francisco and China that 
are from 475 to 500 feat long. The 
White Star steamships on the Atlantic 
are considerably lunger. Neither ^the 
Etruria nor the City of Bome could (tet 
more than two-thirda of its length wirhin 
the dock. There are several troopships 
in the rnyal n*vy which, if employed 
bringinc troops to this place, would 
find it impossible to enter tho Esqiiimalt 
dock; and which, in oiiso of war, 
would have to go out of seryioo, as they 
would not, under the international law, 
be allowed to refit at either of the Call' 
forma drydocks. This is very startling 
information, indeed. The Canadian and 
imperial taxpayer will wince when, the 
dock having been cumploted and paid for, 
he is told that it is too amnll to be of much 
practical use, and that the ships engaged 
in the trade for which it was designed are 
too large to employ it. We have not the 
slightest hesitation in saying that the con- 
struction of the dock oD the present 
plana will be a huge blundor. It is all 
well enough for the Mail to tell its eastern 
readers that the dock can be enlarged at 
any time at small coato; but people who 
are on the spot know differently. They 
know that an expenditure of at least 
§250,000 will bo required to enlarge the 
dock, if it is completed on exiating linea, 
but if it should be enlarged now/ the 
cost would be a mere bagatelle in com- 
parison with its enlargement after coin- 
pletion.' The plant of the contractors is 
on the ground and in position. Their en- 
gineers are on the spot. The pangs of 
workmen are. engaged in getting out, dreas 
ins; and setting atone. The gignntic steam 
winoheSjthe massive engines,and other ma- 
chinery are operated daily. We will, sup- 
pose the force dischiiri^ed, the, winches, 
engines, etc., removed, and the dock 
handed over to the Duminiun government. 
Presently there is another war soar's. Rus- 
sia or some other power encroaches ou 
India or some other of Britain's posses- 
sions. Troops and ships ate needed to 
protect Esquimalt— the key to 6riti.<;h 
Columbia and the natural point fur the 
protection of the mainland terminus uf 
the Canadian Pacific railw.aj'. The great 
transports that bring soldiers and the war- 
ships that act as convoys are buttered by 
wind and ivave on they voyage across. 
Thoy enter port disabled; where are they 
to bedocked? Notat Esquimalt — thodock 
is too short; not at San Francisco, — inter- 
national law forbids it. They are simply 
out of the war and will have to lie idle 
while the national commerce of the North 
Pacific is being ravaged. We do not., we 
.cannot believe that .Sir Hector Langevin, 
ttho, of all the'ininiaters, is best acquaint- 
ed with all the oircumstances, and has 
visited Esquimalt and knows its impor- 
tance for strategic and commercial pur- 
poses, has said "nay" to the application of 
the Ottawa representatives and the 6. 0. 
board of trade. We adhere to the belief 
expressed several months ago that the 
minister of public works only requires to 
give the matter his cIkso attention for a 
short time to bo convinced that nn en- 
largement is necessary. The Mail has 
not spoken ex cathedr(yi and its mere 
opinion cannot be accepted as indicating 
the policy uf the governmsat on this most 
important public miitter.' ' " i 

AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITION. 

The directors of the agricultural society 
have already^commenceditheir. etfurtB to 
niiake the comingVxhibi(i~un td be held in 
Viotoria a greater success than any pre- 
vious. A number of citizens have come 
forward and offered substantial cash and 
other special prizes for competition, and 
it ia thought that an enhanced public sub- 
scription will be given, so that everything 
may be carried througli on an increased 
scale, and the exhibition made of such 
attraction that it will bring a host uf visi- 
tors this year to our city. The govern- 
ment's a^'sistanco will be naked, so that 
several additional acres of land may be 
purchased adjacent to the present agri- 
cultural hall, and the premises thus en- 
larged made more comfortable and con- 
venient. It is trusted that citizens will 
ba generous in their donations to this, 
worthy object, for the money expended 
in this way will bring indirect returns. If 
the exhibition can bo made of the charac- 
ter intended, and crowds of visitors pour 
into the town then the financial benefit 
that will, accrue will be large,- while the 
advantage to the country of an extensive 
exhibit of its products and manufactures 
will likewise be substantial. It is not too 
early to take active steps to induce our 
farmers and manufacturers to make as 
goud a display as possible. 



Tlie Capiive Itisbop. 

London, Jan. 6 — Henry M. Stanley 
does hot believe that Bishop Hannington, 
tho missionary, seized by the king of 
MombMsa, in Central Africa, has been 
put to death. The chief danger, ho says, 
lies in the ambition of the whites. The 
worst news Mr. Stanley has heard from 
Ziiizibar lately was the arrival of Fischer's 
expedition at Kagel. It was most unfor- 
tunata that his arrival at one point of 
Nyanza should coincide with Bishop Hau- 
nington's arrival at another point. The 
king might have thought that the Gur- 
■mans wore coming from all quarters, be- 
ing unable to diatinguish between Eng- 
lishmen and Germans. Members of tho 
missionary society agree with Mr. Stan- 
ley in believing that BiKhop Hannington 
ia still alive. Morabassa ia not in Central 
Africa, as stated, but is on the east coast 
above Zanzibar, to which it i'j subject. 
England kept a commercial agent there 
last year, and Krapf end Rebraann over 
forty years ago established there the 
pioneer missions in East Africa. Several 
tni'sioaarioa are located there. 



HISTORY OF THE RESERVES. 

Aiitiieuticatcd by Records at 
the Lands and Works Ollice. 

Vice-President Vun Homo's 
. Letter JBstabiishcs the 
English Bhy Land 

As the Most Valuable at Van- 

^ii,- i^-^-i^. couver. .-.>-i 



With reference to the controversy be- 
tween this paper and an evening con- 
temporary as to the ownerahip of certain 
government reserves' on English Buy we 
below publish copies of correspondence 
on the subject of tho reaervea, from 
which we gather that the late Governor 
Douglas aa early as 1854 suggested the 
advisability of the naval authorities se- 
curing land at Ejquimalt. In 1859 
the late Governor Duuulas in a letter to 
Rear- Admiral Baynes br^ujiht to the no- 
tice of that ofBcer, tho question of reserves 
at English Bay and Burrard Inlet, and 
from a copy of a plan of a nautical survey 
by Gapt Richards, of H. M. S. Plumper, 
and from the charts issued by the admir- 
alty we find that 155 acres, :.oni ;Engli8h 
Bay were a *'Droposedi,g6vernment re- 
serve," — 170 acres, the land ' now known 
as part of the Hastings sawmill property 
were a "proposed government reserve," 
and 95 acres on the north and 85 acres on 
the south side of Port Moody were "pro- 
posed government reserves"; from Eng- 
lish Bay reserve the late Jerumiah Rod- 
gers received:

From the field notes we find that this 
reserve was never actually surveyed, ox- 
'oept aa part and parcel of a government 
reserve of 788 acres, surveyed by G. Tur- 
ner, L. C. Royal Engineers, and chained 
by Sappers McMuUun and Brekenridgo, 
Feby, 18C3. Tho land to be sold does not 
encroach on the reserve of 165 acres 
shown on the charts, and the government 
not only is justified, but show commend- 
able energy in thus early placing this 
most valuable property at auction fur pub- 
lic competition. 

Tho tield notes of Surveyor Turner show 
also that Granville and tho Hastings Mill 
property were reserved. The latte'r was

Sir, — In reply to your letter received yes- 
terday, I have the honor to enclose a copy 
of a report made by the Surveyor General 
with ita annexes. 

Tho report shows that uo^definite record 
is to be found here aa to the naval or mili- 
tary reserves made in the early period of 
British Columbia's exiatonoe. There ia no 
record of tho acceptance by the Colonial 
Office of any lands — even of those at Esqui- 
malt; and the evidence of aooeplancB of tho 
latter would seem to rest solely on their 
occupation by tl^ naval authorities. 

The reserves Jft Burrard Inlet are marked 
"Government Heserves" and not X(tval 
Reserves, though tho tract numbered (2) on 
the accompanying plan is referred to in 
timber leases issued in former years as a 
"Naval Keaerve." The tract marked (3) is 
tho site of the small town of Granville; 
tracts 4 and 5 hove not been dealt with. No 
trace of any executive or other minute re- 
lating to the question can be found. The 
Colonial Office or tuu Adiiiiia'.tj- may, how- 
ever, bo able to throw some further hght on 
the subject. 

.Although the Surveyor General's report 
was made on tho 2'Jlh ult., action upon it 
was deferred, on account of tho importance 
of its statements, until its accuracy could 
bo verified.

The constractibh of tlie ueseaaary dooka, 
etc., will involve a very large expenditure, 
and to provide for thia the government of 
British Columbia proposes to convey to the 
company the tracts of land colored red on 
tho inclosed plan. 

An extensive tract of level ground, for 
terminal aiJlngs and train yards, will be 
ueooBsary, and the only ground suitable 
for that purpose in th« vicinity of Engliah 



bay ia on the naval reserve and the strip 
immediately south of it. , 

Tho naval roaerve was originally intended 
to provide timber for spais, but I am in- 
formed that all of the timber suitable for 
this purpose has already been cut, and that 
there is no reason now for holding thia par- 
ticular tract for naval or other public pnr- 
poaeSi - , 

Tho company is now in negotiation with 
the government of British Columbia for a 
atrip of land adjoining and immediately 
south of the naval reserve, and desires also 
to acquire the naval reserve itaelf from tho 
government. Indeed, the acquisition of 
this property' by the company is almost 
essential for the construction of proper 
facilities for traffic. The company cannot 
safely execute the proposed agreement with 
the province of British Columbia without 
knowing whether or not this property may 
be secured, and thoy have only tho 23d day 
of April to decido the matter. 

The agent of tho Dominion Government, 
the Hon. J. W. Trutch, is now in Ottawa, 
and he is fully acquainted with tho situa- 
tion of the property in qneation, and it was 
ho who made the original reservation, 

Tho naval reserve embraces, aa we be- 
lieve about, 780 acres, although the govem- 
moul of British Columbia olaims thatitahould 
include only 120 acres; but all of the evi- 
dence wo have been able to obtain indicates 
that the first named figures are sabatantial- 
ly correct.
